H inchliffe, Lisbon real estate agent, 
claim s th at in N ovem ber, 1911, Craw 
ford cam e to his office and 
m ade a 
proposition to him th a t if he

mak*> a special effort to ad v ertise and 
sell his farm for $8,800 by the tim e 
th a t he was required to pay the $2,500 
rendered in the court here in favor 
of Mi-3. C raw ford, in the divorce action 
prosecuted by her, th a t he would pay 
him a com m ission of 3 per cent, and 
in addition would give him a bonus 
of $50. 
liinchliffe claim s that he got busy 
on the sale, and within a month had 
prospective buyer in one G. W. Col­ 
lins, of Byesville, who agreed to pay 
him the $8,800. 
He was to get the 
deed for the farm on December 7, but 
tw o days before the sam e was to be 
executed, Hinchliffe claim* that Craw­ 
ford in total disregard of his contract, 
sold the farm him self to Tom Donald­ 
son, of Pittsburg.
